ary, and Did Not Signify Anything in 
Particular — Some \Veie Appropriate, 
While Others Said Too Much. 


An excursion tnto tho realm of history and 


biography shows that sobriquets have not 
been bestowed npon women in any such de- 
gree as upon men. Yet a considerable num- 
ber may be collected. For the most part they 
are far less expressive and typical of charac- 
ter than those given to the male sex. Many 
of them ore simply complimentary terms In 
reference to their beauty or accomplishments, 
and were bestowed by chivalrous gentlemen, 


"Bloody Mary," as Mary, queen of Eng- 


land, was called, is certainly anything but a 
flattering cognomen. Historians differ as to 
whether she deserved the name. Some assert 
that the responsibility for the sanguinary 
acts of her reign should rest with her coun- 
selors, who are known to have approved and 
projected them; others say, that, having 
permitted 
these barbarisms, Mary

upon her. However this may be, it is 
well known that sho signed the death 
warrant of Lady Jane Grey with reluctance, 
and absolutely refused td put her sister Eliza- 
beth and the Eari of Devonshire to death. 
She often inter *red in behalf of those whom 
her ministers wished to deprive of their lives. 
The renewal of tho old laws against the Lei- 
lards is charged directly to her, though some 
historians claim that many of the details of 
their persecution were kept from the knowl- 
edge of the queen. Mary was ill most of tho 
time during her reign, and her condition was 
often taken advantage of by her ministers. 


Mary was succeeded on the throne by her 


sister Elizabeth, who was known in history 
as "Good Queen Bess." 
Quite a different 


title from that borne by Slary. The normal 
disparity between the two was not, however, 
50 great as the sobriquet would indicate. 
Mary seems to have been credited with less 
goodness than she possessed, und Elizabeth 
more. But it cannot be denied that the reign 
of Elizabeth was very successful, and one of 
the most glorious and most celebrated epochs 
in English history. It was nn era of states- 
men, scholars, warriors and poets of the 
highest renown. 
Considering 
the times, 


Elizabeth was probably good enough to war- 
rant her title. She was a good queen, as 
queens' go. Elizabeth is also called "Tho Vir- 
gin Queen."

Elizabeth Barton, a supposed seeress of the 


Sixteenth century, was known as the "Holy 
Maid of Kent." She was executed at Tyburn, 
April 21, 1534, on tho charge of high treason, 
Jn having prophesied that great calamities 
would fall upon England, and that Henry 
VIII would die a speedy and violent death 
should he divorce Queen Catherine and marry 
Anno Bolcyn. Her prophecy does not appear 
to have been fulfilled. 


Elizabeth, queen of Bohemia and daughter 


rt James I of England, was called tho 
"Queen of Hearts," from her kind and en- 
gaging manner. Through all her trouble and 
ill fortune, of which she had more than her 
share, she preserved her dignity and good- 
Dem, and commanded the lovo and admira- 
tion of all who were brought ia contact with 
her.

briquet bestowed upon Margaret, daughter of 
Waldemar III, king of Denmark, for her 
warliite qualities.

Mrs. Elizabeth Fry, tbo benevolentEnglisb 


woman, who wrought so many reforms iu 
the management of jails and prisons in her 
own and other European countries, was called 
"tbe Female Howard," in recognition of tho 
rimilarity of her life work to that of the illus- 
trious prison reformer, John Howard Tho 
great amount of good accomplished by these 
two unselfish lovers of humanity cannot bo 
calculated. It is felt today, and will bo felt 
until tho end of timo. 


Another benevolent English woman was 


5lorence>Nightingale, upon whom Longfellow 
bestowed tho title, "St. Filomena." In his 
poem of that name- tho poet pays the highest 
ta-ibute to the character and worli of Miss 
Nightingale. Her name is bold in reverence- 
by the whole population of Great Britain, and 
especially by the soldiers.

had for their leader and founder in America 
a woman named Ann Loo. • Bho was regarded 
by her followers as tho "spiritual mother " 
and hence was always called "Mother Ann."

these are Donner and Independence lakes. 
Tbe former will be increased to fonr times 
and the latter to three times its present 
capacity. A reservoir will be made ont ot 
the dam of the Trnckee river above Truckee 
City and also ont of Eagle Like. 


Tbe reservoirs have been located on tbe 


Little Trnckee, below Lake Webber. The 
Trnckee river will be turned above Wads- 
worth to the plains and plateau* south- 
east of Wadaworth. Ihere is also to be a 
tunnel from Lake Taboe to supply Carson 
valley, and a reservoir site has been estab- 
lished and located at the bead of Hope 
valley canyou, on the west fork of the 
Carson river. This will have a surface of 
five miles of water, 50 feet in depth. 


Donner lake will be laisei 20 feet. 
On the middle fork of tbe Carson river, 


at Pleasant valley, a dam and reservoir 
have been located. On tbe etst or main 
fork of the Carson liver, at Silver King 
Canyon nnd valley, there is a reservoir 
site tbat will impound water in an arei of 
about three sqnnie miles, 40 to 50 feet iu 
depth. 


Half a mils above the month of Wolf 


creek, at its junction with the east fork of 
the Carson tiver, another site has been 
selected covering two eqnare mile?. A 
dam to ccmpltte thin natural landlock 
reservoir is located a mile and a half above 
Carson valley. It is capable of holuing 
s.x square miles of water, with an average 
depth of forty feet. Tbe east fork of tbe 
Carson forms a junction in Alpine connty, 
Cal., making the east fork tbe main rivei 
below a point about 20 miles above Long 
valley.
